R-34 LANDS AT MINEOLA FIELD. 
Giant B Dirigible Completes Trans-Aflantic Voyage 


After Hazardous Experiences; Travels Distance 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

MINEOLA (N. Y.) July 6.—Great Britain’s super-dirigible R-34, the first light- 
er-than-air machine to cross the Atlantic Ocean, anchored here at Roosevelt Field at 
9:54 a.m., today (1:54 p.m. G.M.T.,) after an aerial voyage of 108 hours and 12 min- 
utes, which covered 3130 knots or approximately 3600 miles. 

Passing through dense banks of clouds, with the sun and sea visible only at rare intervals, the 
R-34 was forced to cruise 2050 knots to reach Trinity Bay, N. F., from East Fortune, Scotland, 
and 1080 knots from there to Mineola. 

When the super-Zeppelin arrived here she had left only enough petrol to keep her moving nine- 
‘| ty minutes longer. Her crew, almost sleepless for four and a half days, was weary almost to the 
point of exhaustion, but happy at the successful completion of their trip. The return voyage will be

Coming down the Maine coast 
we encountered some exceptionally 
heavy thunder storms but we suc- 
ceeded in dodging them for the most 
part. During the first squall, I 
happened to be at the elevating 
wheel when we struck it. We were 
flying at an altitude of 600 feet. 
In a few seconds we found that the 
altitude. meter registered 1100 feet. 
Although we had the rudder hard 
down we had been bounced up 500 
feel. Those who were in the ham- 
mocks were nearly thrown out by 
the suddenness of*the blow. Thunder 
storme in air ships should always 
he avoided if possible. 

The Navy Department was taking 
excellent care of us at this time. 
They had arranged to have us land 
near Boston if this became neces- 
sary.

STRICT CODE FOR WORKERS. 


Much of the success of the Amer- 
ican Relief Administration in 
Europe, is attributed to the strict 
code to which its field workers were 
pledged and which demanded that 
each and every member of the ad- 
ministration 
lutely and entirely from any com- 
mercial business in his territory and 
should in no way represent private 
commercial houses.” The American 
Representatives were not permitted 
to engage in any local political dis- 
putes and were in honor bound to 
refrain from public criticism of in- 
dividuals in the country where they 
were working or surrounding coun- 
tries. 

Independent telegraph and wire- 
less service between all of the prin- 
cipal capitals under direct control of 
the operators employed by the Re- 
lief Administration recently ar- 
ranged for involved the exclusive 
use of over 6000 miles of telegraph 
wires in Europe. This was neces- 
sitated by the complete disintegra- 
tion of communications of all de- 
scriptions throughout Europe dur- 
ing the war. 

Courier service is now running 
regularly all over Europe necessitat- 
ed by the breakdown of postal serv- 
fee abroad. 

Added to these relief measures, 
America during the monthg between 
December 1 and June 380, has had 
the burden of supplying food 
the Allies. Supplies administ 
for this purpose about equaled in 
volume the direct relief measures 
to other parts of Europe. Enemy 
shipping to the amount of a mil- 
lion and a half tons obtained in 
exchange for food was used for this 
purpose as well as American «hips.

Dodges Responsibility for 4.

expression of regret to the Japanese * 
general, and Japan thereupon con- 
sented to an exchange of regrets.

| 9 AILS MEXICO? 


Mexico?” is 
the question we are hearing on every hand. 
It should not be asked as if those who ask 
it were faultless themselves. Alas, “thers 
is none perfect.” And no doubt. if we are 
to cast out the “mote out of our brother's 
eye,” we should first cast out “the beam 
out of our own eye.” 

But the allment of Mexico has become 
@ matter of considerable concern. In the 
last few years we have seen as never be- 
fore that any nation’s ailment may become 
contagious and communicate itself. A na- 
tional ailment may become international. 
And the more closely the world approaches 
universal brotherhood the more easily pos- 
sible it becomes for one nation’s ailment 
to internationalize itself. When a finger 
ie seriously ailing the entire body soon 
finds it out. So it is fair to the entire body 
and international body to ask, “What ails 
Mexico”? 

Mexico has had ninety-eight years in 
which to make good as a democracy. 

In that time she has had about one hun- 
dred revolutionary rulers, most of whom 
were misrulers. In none of these ninety- 
eight years has Mexico ever had a Lin- 
colnian government “of the people, by the 
people and for the people.” 
these years Mexico has been a grent game 
preserve for selfish and designing politi- 
clans; as much so as were the prairies of 
Kansas and Nebraska for buffalo hunters 
some fifty years ago. One dog gnawed the 
bone till by some mischance he los: it and 
the other got it. Pressed down and shaken 
together that is the long political story of 
Mexico. What government Mexico hac 
had since 1821 has been for the 20 per 
cent. of her population who were Latin 
Americans. As for the poor peons who are 
80 per cent. of Mexico's population the po- 
litical policy of Mexico bas been the old 
proverb of “the devil take the hindmost® 
And as His Satanic Majesty has usually had 
possession of the politically foremost, 
devil-take-the-hindmost” policy has usually 
prevailed. The peons are always hungry 
and never happy. They are illiterate and 
uneducated and easy victims. 

What may be said of other countries, 
even our own, has been and is particularly 
true of Mexico, namely, that MEXICO 
HAS HAD AN OVERPRODUCTION OF 
POLITICIANS AND AN UNDERPRODUC- 
TION OF STATESMEN. This is shown 
by the fact that during these ninety-eight 
years since Mexico declared herself a de- 
mocracy she has experimented with three 
dozen sorts of political practices which it 
would be a misnomer to call government. 
During the first fifty-five years of Mexico's 
so-called “independence” she tried thirty- 
six forms of rulership under seventy-five 
rulers which, as a recent writer has de- 
clared, were characterized by 4 “Contempt 
for law and order, a spirit of selfish ambi- 
tion and lust for power and an abuse of 
the restraints of patriotism and devotion to 
the public welfare without a parallel in 
history.” In 1837 and in 1846, because of 


trouble with the United States. In 1838, 
because of outrages on the person and 
property of French citizens in different 
of Mexican revolutions, she had 
trouble with France. In 1861 

France and England were forced to 

call Mexico to account because of her dis- 
regard of their well-established rights. 
Not the peon majority of Mexico’s popula- 
tion, but the political minority of Mexico's 
political profiteers has kept Mexico in hot 
for nearly contary of so-called de- 


Carranza was elected constitutional 
President of Mexico March 11. 1917. His 
Tule has been political, unstatesmanlike 
and partial. At no time has he been Presi- 
dent of all the states and of all the people. 
The rumblings of revolution have been 
heard both day and night since Carranza’s 
ascension to the Presidency. During his 
brief reign thousands of Mexican people 
have starved to death. Hundreds of Amer- 


ten years she has gone down the toboggan 
slide from first<lass credit to utter dis 


credit. In the latter part of 1915 the Amer- 


fco, was driven out by Carranza, presuma- 


bly lest this starving condition of so many 
people might reflect discredit on hid ad- 
ministration. Otherwise why should he 


have driven this Red Cross ministry of 


mercy out of Mextco? It is not likely that 
educational facilities have ever been less 
efficient so far as the peons are concerned 
and, as we have said, they are 80 per cent. 
of the population of Mexico. And in many 
cases social and financial conditions are in 
a state of frightfulness. “By their fruits 
ye shall know them.” | 

What ails Mexico? Mexico needs an in- 


_telligent and honest economic administra- 


tion. Her peon tollers need adequate food 
and an adequate wage. Her vast human 
suffering needs humanitarian alleviation. 
But what about a government that drives 
out the ministries of mercy administered 
by kindly neighbors? The RED CROSS 
MAGAZINE of December 15, 1915. says: 
“At the request of Gen. Carranza and with 
the advice of the American Department of 
State, the American Red Cross discontin- 
ued its relief activities in both Southern 
and Northern Mexico October 8.” This 
same magazine proceeds to say: “It is hard 
to leave a locality where many thousands 
of families, mothers and babes predominat- 
ing, have been absolutely dependent for 
sustenance upon small portions of nourish- 
ing vegetable soup which we had daily dis- 
tributed. Half-famished mothers with skel- 
eton babies at their breasts have besought 
the Red Cross agents, in the name of all 
that is holy, to do something for their little 
ones to save them if they could not save 
the mothers—and there have been many 
formerly well-to-do persons, not of the peon 
class, who have been among the pitiful Red 
Cross petitioners.” Hundreds of the poor 
peons had deen eating carrion to prevent 
starvation. 

What ails Mexico? Mexico needs educa- 
tion in the common decencies of morality 
and democracy. Mexico has had enough 
of superstition, God wot. Mexico needs a 
religion of righteousness. Any religion oth- 


er than a religion of righteousness woul! 


be only another nuisance. Mora! decencies 
have never dominated Mexico, and Mexican 
politics has reeked with perfidy for nearly 
a century. Who will rescue Mexico from

Mexico from superstition? Who will rescue 
Mexico’s peon people, 80 per cent. of her 
population, from their seething serfdom, 
political and social? Who will man the life- 
boats of democracy? They must be manned 
by servants of the state and not by politi- 
cal exploiters of the people. Who will carry 
the torch of truth into Mexico’s moral dark- 
ness? 
Here is a challenge to the great democ- 
racies of the world. Efficient, intelligent, 
humanitarian intervention will be necegsary 
to save Mexico. Mexico has always had a 
_Prussian taint in her politics and her poli- 
ticijans. Shall America cross the sea to help 
un-Prussianize a people and neglect to look 
after her neighbors at her door who are 
dangerously threatened and have been for 
long with political Prussianization? Let us 
conserve peace by serving and saving this 
people. Let us prevent war in Mexico by 
propagating the principles of peace among 
her people. Let some great democracy in- 
tervene and save this would-be democracy 
from utter desolation and dissolution. 
What ails Mexico? Her politics and poll- 
ticlans must be de-Prussianized. Her peons 
must be treated humanely and educated in 
righteous citizenship. Perish Prussianism. 
Long live the divine decencies of democ- 
racy!

halls of his political youth; he will occupy 
the same seat in the same chamber from 
which he directed the municipal govern- 
ment twenty years ago. If he could bring 
back a little of the municipal economy and 
frugality of that period, he would soon find 
the taxpayers making him thrice welcome. 
The former Mayor Snyder, he of the pink 
whiskers and the elastic step of thirty years 
ago, was not regarded as an economist in 
his time; but he ran the city for less than 
one-fourth the present gross expenditure. 
Those familiar with the old administra- 
tion and the new assert that there are more 
sinecures in some municipal departments 
row than there were employees during Mr. 
Snyder's first term. Age and white hairs 


ure alleged to bring wisdom; if the adage 


proves true, the Mayor should be abie to 
effect some reforms in reducing the number 
of officeholders and cutting down municipal 
expenses which would redound alike to his 
credit and to that of the city. 

Mayor Snyder has lived here for a long 
time. He knows Los Angeles both from 
without and within. He knows our politics, 
our business and our finances. He has seen 
the city with the lid on and he has seen 
that lid tilted at many varying angles; so 


no one is in better position than he to dis- 


pel the idea that Log Angeles is a city of 
gloom and puritanism. A city wherein Jim 
Jeffries was brought up and received his 
early pugilistic training, a city that is the 
center of the greatest scenario production 
in the world, a city with a Bohemian life 
that even New York was never able to at 
tain unto, is not likely to endure the con- 
trol of Pharisees and dead ones. 

There is something in the air and sun- 
shine of Southern California that produces 
a courageous, optimistic, stalwart breed. No 
American city of the North or the East 
can give to its population the lite in the 
open that we of Los Angeles enjoy. The 
moving-picture industry is giving a color 
and tone that the city did not formerly pos- 
sess; it is a kind 
lady of the angels 4s tot too haughty occa- 
sionally to don. ‘Then there is the real art 
Bohemia that is only to be found in those 
cities of warm climes and a generous 
sprinkling of Latin blood. 

So it is not a city in Puritan gown and 
blue stockings over which Mayor Snyder 
assumes control, but the youngest city of 
its size and the most precocious community 
of its age in all America. Fair play is all 
that is sought by citizens of every degree: 
fair play for ali legitimate enterprises. The 
business men of Los Angeles are famed for 
their progressive spirit; all that they ask 
of the new Mayor is that he will not permit 
legitimate business activities to be ham 
pered by petty politics. 

Mayor Snyder can render valued aid in 
promoting the series of attractions and fes- 
tivals that is planned to make Los Angeles 
the great tourist pleasure resort of the con- 
tinent, perhaps of the earth. These attrac- 
tions must be as cosmopolitan as the birds 
cf passage that return to Los Angeles for 
their winters as naturally as the ducks, the 
swallows and other migratory bird and fowl 
follow the trail of eternal springtime. The 
Mayor can be the first of the patrons of 
fruit and flower festivals. He is something 
of a farmer and he will know how to in 
augurate agricultural fairs and _ cattle 
shows. He may display his universality by 
encouraging exhibitions of music and art. 

But there will be the more serious side 
which the Mayor cannot*afford to neglect. 
Fivery sunbeam has its shadow. There are 
elements in the city that are foreign to its 
genial disposition, elements that would 
wreck cynically the whole municipal struc- 
ture on the chance of filching loot from the 
fragments. The Mayor will be likely to find 
before his term is many weeks old that the 
police force of the city is needed for some- 
thing other than ornamental purposes. 3 

Los Angeles had not advanced beyond the 
stage of a Middle Western town when the 
Mayor first assumed control of its munic- 
wal destinies. We then knew little of. in- 
dustrial life. The horse cars were still 
running and the streets were not even 
lighted with electricity. All is different 
now. Los Angeles is rapidly becoming one 
of the great industrial centers of the Pacific 
Coast; so she must endure the occasional 
labor strife of all industrial cities. There 
are a number of minor strikes now in 
progress and others are threatened. prob- 
ably 10, 
Treason of strikes. Some of these strikers 
are likely to act ugly as they grow more 
hungry and the hopelessness of their effort 
to coerce employers by mass action becomes 
more manifest.’ 

Independent Industry is protected in Los 
Angeles by an anti-picketing ordinance 
which does not permit independent work- 
men to be molested by the coyotes some of 
the radical labor unions employ. There 
have been some sinister rumors afloat to 
the effect that a greater freedom of picket- 
ing is to be permitted under Mayor Snyder 
than under former administrations. This 
cannot be done if the plain letter of the 
municipal ordinances is observed. The 
Mayor knows better than anyone else that 
Los Angeles wears neither blue stockings 
nor a red cap Freedom does not mean

There must be no gathering of the Reds un- 
der the quasi- protection of the municipal 
authorities. 

The city looks to Mayor Snyder for a 
strict enforcement of the laws. There must 
he no discrimination between the man who 
belongs to a labor union and one who pre- 
serves his industrial independence. Mem- 
bership in a union conveys to no man tho 
right to accost another in the streets and 
threaten him with violence if he persists in 
working for a certain employer. The att 
tude of the Mayor toward picketing will 
probably give the first line on what his ad- 
ruinistration is going to be like. Organized 
and unorganized labor are equal in the eyes 
of the law. The city will look to Mayor 
Snyder and his administration to give equal 
opportunity to and enforce equal restrain 
upon both,

soldiér-man’s disgrace.” We should hate 


to think what Uncle Sam's uniform may 


come to mean if ¢redibly reported prac- 
tices In New York are permitted to con- 
tinue. There, we afe told, the “vice squad” 
of the police department send out decoys 
dressed in army uniforms to attract the at- 
tention of unescorted girls on the streets 
and engage them in conversation ahd then 
hand them over to the uniformed police as 
guilty of “soliciting;” and in this way nu- 
merous entirely respectable and innocent 
young women have been entrapped and 
locked up as prostitutes. We do not know 
whether members of the “vice squad” are 
under orders to make a certain number of 
arrests each day or night, as the traffic 
Police are, that they have to resort to such 
methods: but we do know that it would 
be difficult to imagine anything more dis- 
graceful than some recent episodes, which 
have not been denied nor satisfactorily ex- 
plained.

To make the unifgrms 
of United States army officers the bait with 
which to entice the victims is an offense so 
monstrous that we should think the War 
Department at Washington could scarcely 
refrain from taking notice in a pretty sharp 
and effective way.

GASOLINE IS HIGH.

prices. In Ranger and Fort Worth 
they pay 25 cents and more for gas- 
oline, and there is no engine distil- 
late available at half that price, as 
in California. 

Be it remembered, too, that this 
higher price of motor fuel is in the 
face of the fact that every barrel of 
the 216,000 daily production in 
Northern and Central Texas is avai!- 
able for use in making gasoline, and 
of California's oil a large part has 
so little gasoline that it is Long com- 
mercially extractable. Furthermore, 
the percentage of gasoline in at least 
90 per cent. of Texas of! Is greater 
than the percentage in 90 per cent. 
of California oil. 

Greater proximity to the great 
markets of the Mississippi Valley 
and the Atientic Coast is a tremen- 
dous factor in the better prices ob- 
tained fer oll here as compared with 
California. 

RANGERS DEVELOPMENT. 

According to the latest field re- 
port the number of wells, drilling, 
rigs up or building and well sites 
located in Eastland county ts 624. 
This is practically a litle more then 
one-third the total number in the 
entire State of Texas. 

Of the drilling wells, rigs and loca- 
tions established in Eastland county 
ninety-six were of the Texas Pacific 
Coal and on Company, Prairie Oil 
and Gas, eighty; Magnolia, forty-six. 
Texas Company. sixteen: Mid-Kansas, 
twenty Sinctair Gulf Company, 
twenty-one; Gulf Production, thirty- 
five; and there are numerous others, 
some of which have even more work 
under way than some of those 
named. 

The Rranger field is deep, some 3300 
feet, and Texans consider it hard and 
slow to drill, as their tone clearly 
establishes when they inform you 
that it sometimes takes ninety days 
to get a well down. In many Call- 
fornia fields of appreximately this 
depth such time would be considered 
remarkably quick work. But Texas 
fields generally have easy formations, 
and the operators here think and 
speak in terms which are intended 
to be compared with other Texas 
formations, not with California.. 

RANGER’S GREAT WELIA. 

The discovery well of the Ranger 
field property was the Milelaskey No, 
1, southeast of the town of Ranger. 
It belongs to the Texas Pacific 
Coal and Oil Company, the pioneer 
of Ranger. It came in October, 1917, 
bowing some 800 barrels dally of 
forty-two gravity. Today it is still 
good for between 600 and 700 bar- 
rele. From the date of this well's 
coming it will be seen that Ranger 
has been a proved and producing 
oil field for barely a year and nine 
monthe. 

GREAT NORWOOD GUSHER. 

The biggest well brought in at 
Ranger to date is the Norwood No. 
1, five miles northwest of the town, 
belonging to the Texas Pacific Coal 
and Oj] Companyéwhich came in 
March 10, 1919. Actual gauge 
measurements show an initial datly 
output of 14,000. barrels. 

The big weill is 3412 feet deep. At 
3218 the drill passed from black 
lime into sand. which at 38238 de- 
veloped a small show of oil, afte 
which broken slate was encounter 
down to 3354, then slate to 2285. at 
which last point the top sand was 
penetrated and drilling continued to 
$412 feet, and the well came in. 

After three and a half months 
production the well is good for about 
half its initial yield. While the big- 
gest in the field it is only one of 
many big ones. The Texas Pacific 
has three wells averaging more than 
1800 barrels daily. each of settled 
production, one of them 2400, an- 
other 1935, and the Norwood 7800. 
Of this company’s wel's seven are 
good for more than 500 barrels dally, 
nine for between 290 and 500 bar- 
rels each, and twenty-one are un- 
der the 190 mark. While Texans 
all speak disparagingly of wells good 
for only 100 barrels daily it ts not 
hard to see what a number of such 
wells, drilled in ninety days. are 
worth when oil sells at $2.25 a barrel. 
Another big well of the Texas Pacific 
is the Rust. four miles west of 
Ranger. which came in at a 7200 
barrel rate last December. There 
are other big wells whose initia) 
production ranged frqm 1000 to 2000 
barels daily, a dozen or more such 
belonging to the Texas Pacific alone. 

The second biggest well in the 
Ranger field was the Parairie Oi! 
and Gas (Standard) Company's 
Emma Terrell No. 1. which came in 
last December, flowing 10,000 
daily. Ite Roper No. 1, came in 
good for 6000 barrels, and has set- 
tled down to 2500.
